Much More Needed for Ultimate Sues
cess Than Mere Planting—Selegc-
tion of Ground Important.

This
ocours most frequently in Colorado.

All known breads of hogs,
are descended from the wild forms
and are the result of the skill of the

If the horsesa do not shed their
heavy coats before hard work begins
better clip them,

Regular, systematie feeding should
be practiced with hogs, just the same
a8 with any other stock.

Hrood sows require a mixed diet
and one contalning plenty of proteln
and not too fattening quality.

Though hogs are proverblally dirty
animals, they enjoy clean drinking
water as much as the other stock.

A big, hot bran mash, with a pint of
filax seed jelly, once a weck will help
the horses to shed their winter coats.

A chilly hog takes on fat very
slowly, hig ratlons golng toward maln-
taining bodlly heat instead of produc-
ing flesh.

If you want to know the dollar- and-
centa difference between pure-bred
and scrub hogs, try shaping up one
of each kind and selling them.

Hoge In the rutl(‘lﬂl pen should
be supplled with larn quantities of
clean, pure water. It Is required ‘o
properly digest and assimllate dry
foed llke corn.

You cannot reasonably expect a hog
to do his best on a single grain ratlon,
any more than you would expect a
horse to keep In good flesh and do the
maximum amoupt of work If fed on
hay alone.

While clean, dry bedding is essen
tial in the hog house, the matter can
be overdone. If there is sufliclen
nesting material for the hogs to cnw}
into It and cover up completely; they
will ¢hill when they come out.

Starving Natives of Kiangsu Eat Bark

OUR men dead of starvation in 65

homes visited, only one family in
elght with any rice or grain, the rest
living on sweet potato leaves, carrot
tops and elm bark, and four months
yet to harvest—such i the report of
Earl H. Cressy, who was sent by the
Central China relief commitiee to as-
certaln present conditions in a portion
of the famine area. IHlis report in part
s as follows:

“It was thought best to investigate
s closely as possible a limited area
which might be taken as typleal, and
for this purpose the township of Lupi
was selected, It is 66 i north by
sast from Eslugkiangpu In the north-
ern part of the province of Kiangsu.

“The township of Lupl extends 16
ii from north to south, i8 17 i from
past to west, and thus contains rough-
ly 26 English square miles.

2,700 families, aggregating 14,000 indi-
viduals, so that the population g over
500 to the square mile. This sam-
ple famine district contains about one-
half of one per cent, of the total area
and population now famine stricken
in China.

“The method followed was to as-
semble the family and count and ques-
tion them, and then thoroughly to ex-
amine every part of the house, look-
Ing Into the cooking vessels on the
stove to see what was in preparation,
and then using an electric flashlight to
go through all baskets, jars and boxes
where food was llkely to be kept.
These were all country people, who
geldom have money on hand, so the
